From the Amfterdam Courant, dated Dec. 16. 


Vienna, December 2. 
WO days ago the Imperial Court went 
to the Cathedral of St. Stephen, where 
Te Deum was fung for the Succefs of the 
Allies at Vigo, the like is order’d to be 
done throughout the Hereditary Coun- 
tries. Count Schlick continues ftill here, the Em- 
peror refolving to have Prince Lewis of Baden’s 
Opinion in what manner to act againft the Elector 
of Bavaria, before he give his laft Inftructions for 
attacking him. Mean time Orders are fent to Count 
Solari to obferve the Motions of the Bavarians on 
the Frontiers of the Bifhoprick of Salrzburg. 
From the Harlem Courant, dated Dec. 14. 
Berlin, Dec. 5. They write from Breflau, That 
the 8000 Saxons are in full march towards the Fron- 
tiers of Bavaria; and that for the greater Expedition 
the Infantry is carried in Waggons. 
From the Amfterdam Courant, dated Dec. 19. 
Vienna, Dec. 6. On Monday laft feveral Wag- 
gons were fent from hence with New Cloathing for 
the Troops in Italy, from whence a great many 
Officers are arriv’d, to fetch the Recruits which are 
rais'd by the Hereditary Provinces: Thefe Levies 
are to amount to 15000 Men, and are very near 
compleated ; after which thofe Provinces are to raife 
fome Thoufands more. Some pretend that the Pre- 
parations of this Court againft the Elector of Ba- 
varia are retarded for want of Money. A Courier 
arriv’d to day from the Prince of Baden. 
From the Paris Gazette, dated Dec. 9. 
Letters from Italy of the 23d of laft Month fay, 
That the Duke of Vendome had been then in Man- 
tua 3 days, to give neceflary Orders about that City 
and the Country adjacent. He has augmented the 
Garrifon of Borgoforte to 1000 Men, and caus’d 
the Troops thar. are difpos’d on the Oglio, and in 
other Quarters on this fide the Mincio, to move 
nearerto the Enemy. He is contriving likewife to 
ftreighten the Imperialifts that are quarter’d on the 
Left of the Po, by 2 Lines of Troops; the firlt of 
which is to be form’d of thofe that will be pofted at 
San Martino,Poleto,and other places along the Canal 
call’d Foffero, which runs from the Mincio above 
Governolo as far as Tor di Mezzo near Oftiglia. 
The other Line will extend from Mantua to Due 
Caftelli, and Caftellaro. Prifice Eugene of Savoy 
fent a Trumpet to the Duke of Vendome,to reclaim 
Count Malvezzi Lieutenant Collonel of the Regi- 
ment of Lorrain and Governour of Borgoforte, with 
that Garrifon : But the Duke return’d him this An- 
{wer, That he would nor deliver them,ull, according 
to the Conditions of the Cartel, the French Prifoners 
who were.carry’d into Hungary were reftor’d. 
From the Paris Gazette, dated Dec. 16. 
Letters from Strasburg of the 6th fay, That the 
Army commanded by\ the Marfhal de Villars was 
ftill canton’d about Saverne, but that it was thought 
they would foon be difpos’d into Winter-Quarters, 
on the Frontiers of Lorrain and in Alfatia. The Gar- 
rifons of Newburg and Hunningen make Incurfions 
as far as Friburg and Rhinfeld. The Troops which 


were fent to Bifchweiler on the River Moter, are 
working, by order of the Marfhal de Villars, to 
fortifie it. "Tis advis'd, That General Palfi having 
pofted himfelf, with the 500 Huflars that he had 
left, in the little Town of Saulgen, on the South 
fide of the Danube, between Koningfeck and Bu- 
chaw, was attack’d and put to the Rout by a De- 
tachment of the Troops of Bavaria, with rhe lofs of 
a great number of Huffars kill’d or taken Prifoners. 

They write from Metz, Thar all the Troops 
which march’d out were return’d thither, except the 
Garrifon which the Count de Tallard has left in 
Nancy with the Marqueis de Hautefort till further 
Orders from Court. Some Regiments are raifing in 
the Bithopricks of Metz, Toul, and Verdun, with 
great Succels. The Count de Tallard fet out from 
Metz on the 6th for Verfailles. 

From the Paris Gazette,a la main, dated Dec.8. 

They write from Nancy of the 1ft inftant, That 
Monfieur de Callieres had reprefented to the Duke 
of Lorrain, That the pofture ef the King’s Affairs in 
the prefent Conjuncture, together with the Neigh- 
bourhood of his Enemys, conftrain’d his’ Majefty, 
againft his Inclination, that he might prevent them, 
and fruftrate their Defigns, to defire his Royal High- 
nefs to confent to his putting a Garrifon into Nancy, 
to fecure that important Poft, and to reccive 2500 
Men into the reft of his Dukedom ; affuring his R. 
Highnefs, that thofe Troops fhould be no Charge to 
his Subjects, but fhould pay in Money for what they 
want. "Tis faid, The Duke, after having exprefs’d 
a mighty Surprife, that it fhould be put out of his 
power to preferve his Country in a Neutrality,made 
anfwer, That being unable to difpute the King’s 
pleafure, he defir'd his Majefty not to take it 
ill, that he acquaint the Emperor with the whole 
proceeding, and affure his Imperial Majefty that ic 
was without his Confent. To the propofition of 
retiring into France, and the offer of 3 Millions, he 
reply’d, That it was unbecoming the Dignity of a 
Sovereign to abandon his Dominions, and that he 
would refide at Luneville. The Letters add, Thar 
it was the Report at Nancy, that one of the Condi- 
tions propos’d to his R. Highnefs, is, That his Ma- 
jefty would rebuild the Fortifications of that City 
at his own Charge, for which a Million lies ready 
at Metz, with 100000 Crowns to carry on the For- 
tifications of Toul. 

They write from Verfailles, That the King has 
fignified to all the Forreign Minifters, That he has 
been oblig’d to proceed in this manner with the 
Duke of Lorrain, by way of Reprifal on the Enemy, 
who have violated the Treaty of Neutrality con- 
cluded not long ago with the City of Cologne. 

From the Paris Gazetre, dated Dec. 9. 

Pars, Dec. 9. They write from Bourdeaux, That 
a Veffel which left Martineco on the 6th of Sepr. 
reports, That a Privateer belonging to that Ifand 
had taken 2 Englith Prizes, one of them a Frigar, 
and the other laden with Sugar valued at 50000 
Crowns : That another Privateer of that Ifland had 
brought in thither an Englith Pacquet-Boat carrying 
8 Guns and 40 Men: And that the King’s Frigac 
the Dangereufe had taken an Hnglith Ship — 
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with Sugar. He has likewife brought the News, 
That part of the Squadron of Admiral Bembow, 
attempted to make a Defcent at Petit Gouave and 
Leogane, in the Ifland of St. Domingo, but were 
repulfed ; ‘but that neverthelefs they took 3 Ships, 
and fore’d fome others to run aground. 
From the Paris Gazette, dated Dec. 16. 

Pars, Dec. 16. The Falcon is arriv’d at Port 
Louis from the Havana, and brings Advice, That 
the Soldiers who were fent to that place by the 
King of Spain were landed, and that the Duke 
d’Albuquerque Viceroy of Mexico, arriv’d there on 
the 31{t of September, with the Forces and Ammu- 
nition which he is carrying to Vera Cruz. This 
Veffel reports likewife, That the Sieur du Caffe go- 
ing to Carthagena with 4 Men of War and 3 other 
Ships, in the way met with 7 Englifh Men of 
War commanded by Vice Admiral Bembow : That 
he maintain’d a running Fight with him for 8 days ; 
and afterwards got into Carthagena, lofing only an 
Englith Prize which he had taken fome days before. 

The King of Spain arriv'd at Arles on the 3d 
inttant. 

From the Amfterdam Courant, dated Dec. 12. 

Liege, Dec. 8. This Evening a Detachment of 
400 Foot of the Imperial Regiment of Walloons 
commanded by the Baron de Trogne, with fome 
Horfe and Dragoons of this Garrifon, will march 
out, being led by the Baron de Trogne in Perfon. 

From the Amfterdam Courant, dated Dec. 14. 

Maefiricht, Dec. 11. Yefterday we had Advice 
from Liege and Verviers, that Limburg is invefted 
by a Detachment of the Garrifon of Liege, and that 
the Governour of Limburg being come out of the 
place with a Party, was cut off ; but this requires 
confirmation. "Tis certain however, that 250 Men 
of each Battallion, and 80 Horfe of each Squadron 
of this Garrifon, are order’d to hold themfelves in a 
readinefs to march. 

From the Amfterdam Courant, dated Dec. 16. 

Liege, Dec. 12. The Detachment which was fent 
out from hence fome days ago, advanc’d within 50 
paces of Limburg, defigning to intercept a Party 
thar 2 days before made an Incurfion into the Coun- 
try of Juliers ; and likewife to take a View of the 
Fortifications of the place, for which purpofe fome 
Ingeniers went with them; but the Party which 
they hoped to cut off, was return’d into the Town 
before our Troops came before it. So our Detach- 
ment return’d this Evening; the Enemy did not 
Sally out, but contented themfelves with firing a few 
Cannon fhot at them. 

From the Paris Gazette, a la main, dated Dec. 11. 

Letters from the Army in Italy, confirm the 
taking of the Abbey of San Benedetto, and that the 
Monks have engag’d to fend the 5000Sacks of Corn 
whither the Duke of Vendome fhall order them. 
They add, That ’tis thought the Enemy will aban- 
don the Country of Mirandola, there not being For- 
tage fufficient for their Horfe; and that Governolo 
will be attack’d.
